Krivitsky, Ex-OGPU Leader. 


Found Slain in Washington 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
The spectacular career of General 
Walter G. Krivitsky, who de- 
scribed himself as a one-time high 
official of Russia’s army intelli- 
gence service and who had been 
denouncing Josef Stalin, was 
dramatically declared closed to- 
night when a Dies Committee in- 


‘|vestigator peered at a bullet-torn 


body in the city morgue, and said: 
“It’s Krivitsky, all right. And it’s 
murder. I have no doubt of it.” 
Up to that time, the body had 
been listed simply as that of plain 
Samuel Ginsberg, which Krivitsky 
once told a congressional inquiry 


was his real name. Ginsberg had |, 


been found in a hotel room near 
the national capitol, part of his 
head shot away and a revolver 
near-ly. The coroner had listed 
the death as suicide. 

But J. B. Matthews, research 
director of the House Committee 
nn un-American Activities, before 
which Krivitsky had appeared to 
discuss Russia’s espionage system, 
viewed the body and exclaimed: 

“This is fantastic and unbeliev- 
able. Krivitsky always feared that 
the OGPU would get him. He 
once told me: ‘They'll get me sure 
as hell. The AGPU is going to as- 
sasinate Trotsky and me. When

Detective Sergeant Dewey 
Guest, who is investigating the 
death, said the body was discov- 
ered by a maid. After knocking 
repeatedly on the door without re- 
ceiving an answer, she entered 
with a passkey. She found Gins- 
berg on bed with his shoes off, 
partly dressed. 

He was shot through the right 
temple, and he held a gun in his 
hand, Guest said he was informed. 
Blood was on his hand, the bed 
and the gun. There was no sign 
of a struggle, the detective added. 

Two notes were found near-by, 
one in Russian. One was in Eng- 
‘lish, and this was addressed to 
| Louis Waldman, New York attor- 
ney, who declared that Krivitsky 
was his client. 
| Waldman, before departing from 
|New York for Washington to de- 
mand aé (full investigation, de- 
clared: 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
' that this is the work of the OGPU 
(Russian Secret Police).” 

Inspector Barnard Thompson, of 
the Washington police, said is- 
suance of the suicide certificate 
not mean the case was re- 
garded as closed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(4)—

Although the court, as usual in 
such matters, gave no reason for 
its refusal to review the Ford case, 
it has said in Several decisions that 
the courts may not substitute their 
judgment for that of administra- 
tive agencies and that labor board 
orders must be upheld so long as 
they are based on substantial evi- 
dence.

It will be similar to the 15 other 
initial, or elimination bases locat- 
ed at Boston, Seattle, New York, 
Detroit, Washington, Kansas City, 
Philadelphia, Minneapolis, Chica- 
go, St. Louis, Oakland, 


Dallas. The New Orleans and 
Dallas bases are now under con- 
struction.

Memories Are Short 

Winston Churchill, Britain’s prime minister, 
in his speech on Sunday declared that Britain 
did not need men from the United States in 
order to defeat the Nazis, but pled for more 
and more arms and munitions. 

Senator Burtors K. Wheeler, the Montana 
leader of the anti-aid-to-Britain forces in the 
United States senate, commenting on the 
Churchill speech, declared that this was the 
same “trick” by which this country was brought 
into the first World War and that the result, 
again, would be the same. 

Either Senator Wheeler’s memory 
ceedingly shori or he is deliberately trying to 
work upon the emotions of a younger genera- 
tion which does not remember the details of 
American participation in that war of a quar- 


is ex- 


ter-century ago. 

The very reverse was true in those days. It 
was the need for men to replenish the badly 
decimated armies of Britain and France, after 
years of trench warfare and fearful casual- 
ties, which brought this country into that war. 
The cry then was, emphatically, for men and 
not for arms. 

In fact, the American Expeditionary Force, 
contrary to Wheeler’s statement, was largely 
armed by Britain and France. American ar- 
tillerymen fired borrowed French 75’s, Ameri- 
can aviators flew French and British-made 
planes and other material was likewise pro- 
vided on the other side. 

The cry from the Allies of that former war 
was to speed the training and the transporta- 
tion of men. As a result of that cry, many of 
our men went over insufficiently trained. 
Had it been possible to hold off the Germans 
by mere shipment of munitions, it would have 
been possible to more adequately train them 
and thus save many lives. 

America did not fail in 1918. But it was not 
because of her own output of arms. Rather it 
was because Britain and France could spare the 
arms for the 2,000,000 men we sent over. That 
was a war of men; this is a war of men, too, 
but it is even more a war of mechanized equip- 
ment. 

Senator Wheeler, should not mislead the 
new generation with false generalizations about 
events that happened before they were born, 
or, if his memory is really so short, he should 
study the records of the former war and Amer- 
ica’s contribution to victory. 


Despite the mechanizing of arms, the du- 
able camel still figures in desert fighting, as 
you seldom need service on a camel when 
75 miles from a mechanic. 


“American Youth Congress” 

It is a pity that an organization which is, 
by its very existence, a slander on American 
youth, should have allocated to itself the title, 
“American Youth Congress.” Composed of and 
led by a few fanatical dissidents, it has suc- 
ceeded in making itself a synonym of every- 
thing foolish and objectionable among the 
wild-eyed, long-haired spotlight seekers. 

Reports of the scenes at the gathering of 
this group now in session in Washington would 
make sane people hopelessly sick about the 
younger generation did they not know that the 
“congress’’ represents not more than a frac- 
tional percentage- of the real American youth. 
The gang, it is said, “cheered every denuncia- 
tion of the administration and shouted down 
Speakers who sought to defend it.” 

With such practices it is evident that the 
words “American Youth” constitute a patent 
misnomer. For American means democratic, 
it means fair play, it means the courteous 
granting of the right of free speech to every- 
one, even though you may not agree with him. 

It certainly does not mean the “shouting 
down” of speakers with whom one does not 
agree. That action denotes a “congress” of 
young hoodlums which, certainly, is one thing 
American youth as a whole is not.

Working Together 

There is potentiality for immeasurable good 
for Atlanta in the inauguration of regular joint 
meetings of the white and Negro ministers of 
the city. First meeting was held last week 
and decision was reached to hold them quar- 
terly hereafter. 

Atlanta enjoys enviable reputation for the 
intelligent and sound basis of the relations be- 
tween the two races here. Whites and Negroes, 
as a general rule, live amicably, separate yet 
each co-operating with and depending upon 
the other. It is only by such friendly and 
helpful co-operation that either can realize 
the best ways of life and the fullest realiza- 
tion of worthy ambitions for the city as a 
whole. 

It is eminently right and proper that inter- 
racial co-operation should spring from the 
joint endeavors of ministers of both races. 
Ministers, above all, by reason of the Master 
they serve,. should be free of race prejudice. 
The basic principles of Christianity call for 
the carrying of the gospel to all peoples of 
the earth and if two races living in the same 
city cannot jointly advance the cause of Christ 
and of better life for all men, it is hopeless 
to even dream of bringing races of the far 
places of the earth into His kingdom. 

There are many things in Atlanta which 
should be done but which'cannot, except they 
are the objective of both whites and Negroes. 
Both can contribute to many a civic cause 
and both will learn to understand and to re- 
spect the other better the more the leaders of 
both co-operate for the welfare of all. 


War Materials 

The lend-lease, aid-to-Britain bill now be- 
fore congress, passed by the house and waiting 
only senate action, provides for the disposal, 
to Britain, of war materials, according to the 
judgment of the President after advice by the 
top-ranking officers of army and navy. 

One feature of the bill which has, appar- 
ently, been overlooked in the debates and in 
committee hearings, is the definition of war 
materials. All proponents and opponents of 
the bill have confined their arguments to the 
wisdom, or unwisdom, of sending planes and 
guns and tanks and munitions, even ships, to 
Britain under terms of the bill. 

As a matter of fact modern usage classifies 
many other commodities as materials of war. 
Such as grain, cotton, tobacco, meat, 
fruits. 

This angle should be of particular interest 
to the south. For it is quite possible, through 
this means, that a drastic reduction in crop 
surplus, such as that now depressing the price 
of cotton, may be affected. It would, certainly, 
be better to give our surplus pork to Britain 
than to kill every third pig, to give her our 
excess cotton than to see it steadily mount in 
government warehouses, year after year. 

It is altogether possible that the producing 
farmers of the nation may, ultimately, benefit 
as much as industry through the operation of 
this bill. 

Such being the case, it behooves all of us, 
particularly southern and western members of 
the congress, from the great agricultural sec- 
tions, not to overlook this feature when consid- 
ering the advisability of supporting the meas- 
ure.

To Meet 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
HUTCHFUL OF KILKENNY CATS WASHINGTON, Feb. 


10.—Sooner’ or later 
every government agency without a firm, acknowledged boss comes 
to resemble a hutchful of Kilkenny cats. And although the OPM 
is charged with the task of preparing the American defense in 
a critical hour, it is unfortunately well on the way to demonstrating 
this sad rule of official human_nature. 

At the moment, a factional controversy over the functions of 
the OPM has just been settled, after appeals to the President. The 
management of priorities has become so hot an issue that Com- 
missioner Leon Henderson has resigned from the priorities board 
and bounced off to the south for a vacation. And the New Deal 
and. labor groups seem to be preparing a guerrilla sortie against the 
OPM secretary, Frederick Eaton, which may well end in a gen- 
eral spat ovér the position of dollar-a-year men in the government. 

Of course some friction was inevitable in such an organization 
as the OPM and, although the bickering seems a little excessive, it 
does not distract the attention of the more sensible officials from 
the job in hand. The job is getting done, slowly but surely. The 
point is that, if there were less bickering, the job would get done 
more rapidly. 


POWER FOR NELSON The factional controversy above men- 

tioned was particularly significant, 
both because its topic, the OPM’s job, is so important, and because 
the division was not along the usual New Deal-businessmen lines. 
The central figure in it was Donald Nelson, the big, serious, able 
Sears-Roebuck executive, who came to Washington last summer to 
serve as the Defense Commission’s director of purchasing. In 
that post he made an unusual record, working closely with the 
quartermaster general, and saving the government a good deal of 
money on routine supplies. He is now director of purchasing for 
the OPM and the scope of his duties has been extended from such 
simple equipment as uniforms and soldiers’ kits to cover the whole 
range of military materiel. 

This brought him into collision at once with the technicians in 
the Army and Navy procurement branches. Some of these men, 
such as the Army ordnance officers, do a good job. Others do not. 
There is ample room for application of Nelson’s four tests to Army 
and Navy procurement—that the services should get what they 
want when they want it, at the lowest price, and with the least 
disturbance to the economy. Furthermore, Nelson reasonably as- 
sumed that, if the OPM was to be of any value at all, it must be 
permitted to co-ordinate the entire buying and production pro- 
gram. He did not wish to interfere with the technicians, but he 
did ask full advance information on all orders to be placed, and 
the right to suggest alternatives if it seemed to him the orders 
were being placed unwisely. 

To the layman, Nelson’s request would seem to have embodied 
the minimum authority required by the OPM for moderate effec- 
tiveness. Nevertheless, the Army and Navy procurement men, who 
do not willingly share responsibility, immediately got their backs 
up. There is a group of businessmen around William S. Knudsen 
who regard themselves as sojourners in a hostile land, treat the 
government as an enemy, and therefore wish to prevent the OPM 
from sticking its neck out. They sided with the Army and Navy 
procurement men. On the other hand, curiously enough, Nelson 
was supported by the New Deal and labor groups, who like him. 
The question was finally taken to the President, though not by 
Nelson. And the final decision is now confidentially expected to 


be in Nelson’s favor. 
EATON A SYMBOL Although there were businessmen on both 
oo sides of the purchasing controversy, it 
was significant that the New Deal and labor crowd turned up in 
the corner opposite from the crowd in Knudsen’s office. Approxi- 
mately the same factional lineup is discernible in Leon Henderson’s 
argument with the priorities committee. Henderson, defense com- 
missioner in charge of prices and a close friend of Nelson’s, started 
by getting on well with the businessmen, but is now back in the 
New Deal camp. He is reported to take the position that the priori- 
ties committee is not “tough enough,” and it was because he did 
not wish to be a party to his colleagues’ allegedly easy methods that 
he has temporarily shaken the dust of Washington from his feet. 

Finally, the same lineup again appears in the subterranean row 
over Frederick Eaton, and the dollar-a-year men of whom Eaton 
is made the symbol. Eaton is one of the men who have got on 
least well with the New Dealers and labor people. He is also 
Knudsen’s personal counsel, and an extremely able lawyer. When 
the OPM was set up Knudsen wished to give him the secretary- 
ship, a purely administrative post with considerable powers. 

Knudsen obtained the apparent consent of his labor co-director 
of the OPM, Sidney Hillman, while Hillman was ill at Johns Hop- 
kins. Hillman’s subordinates refused, however, to accept the ver- 
dict and, with their New Deal ailies to aid them, are now busily 
trying to get Eaton’s job. The argument is even being made that 
when Hillman talked to Knudsen, he was in a high fever, and 
not altogether responsible for his words. As it happens, although 
a dollar-a-year man, Eaton relinquished his interest in his New 
York law firm when he entered the government. But this is not 
generally known, and he is one of the men most often mentioned 
by the New Dealers who demand that the Defense Commission offi- 
cials sever the former ties and: take government Salaries, or return 
to their former ties. 

To repeat, this sort of bickering is_not of lasting importance 
unless it is permitted to grow worse. Each side is partly right and 
partly wrong in most of the rows, and no particular individual 
should be blamed. The real fault lies in the OPM organization, 
which, while a vast improvement on the Defense Commission, per- 
mits no one man to give a yes or no answer that will stick on 
any question that arises.

ONE WORD MORE

THEY ALL SHOOK HANDS ‘Sitting very quietly in a corner 


of the Governor’s office on yes- 
terday, I watched a little lesson in how to get them to shake hands 
when they come, turn them down and still have them shake hands 
and smile when they leave. 

The usual crowd of delegations, wanting this and that, were in 
the office. Perhaps a hundred more persons, making up other 
delegations, were in the waiting room. 

Mayor Roy LeCraw, leading a group of his constituents, came 
in and waited for the delegation at the desk to get through. When 
they were, he came forward. 

‘Governor,” he said, “this is a delegation from West End come 
to talk about the farmers’ market site.” 

“Glad to see you,” said the Governor, and then, turning, he 
motioned to Tom Linder, commissioner of agriculture, who was 
sitting near the wall, and said: 

“Come on over here and sit with me, Tom, and take part of 


this load.” 

There was a chuckle from those in the office. Linder took a 
seat, grinning. : 

Mayor LeCraw introduced the delegation. They were West End 
citizens who have opposed, and still oppose, the location of the 
farmers’ market in their section of the city. 

They had a new. development. They had an agreement from 
a purchaser to take over the site inytheir section and erect on it 
a warehouse. In exchange the state was to use the present market 
site and locate another site where there was no objection. 

The offer was $28,000. The state had paid a little more than 


$20,000 for the market site. 
THE WEST END VIEW “Can't do it,” said Tom Linder. 
“We've got sewers in and have 
started construction. Anyhow, I think you people are laboring under 
a misapprehension. It is going to be a beautiful place.” 
Then followed the West End delegation.

One said they did not object to the market, per sé, but to the \y 


riffraff which followed the market. 

Another pointed out that West End was a city of homes, with 
more small homeowners, more churches and more school children 
than any section of the city. 

Another pointed out that the great number of trucks would 
make extra hazards for school children. 

Kt was pointed out that property values in the immediate neigh- 
borhood might rise but others blocks away would decline. 

This was about their case. 

To this the Governor and the commissioner replied they agreed 
that property values three or four blocks away might decline, but 
that, if so, it would be but temporary. They said that within four 
or five years all values would rise because of the market. 

They pointed out that the market would be brick, concrete and 
painted wood. That everything would be clean. That fence would 
inclose it. They admitted that some small stores in the neighbor- 
hood would spring up. 

No, they said, there would be no liquor store in the market and 
it was up to the citizens to keep one from being near it. 

They would not only permit, they said, city police to help police 
the station property but would ask for them to do so. 

They insisted there would not be the riffraff about the new 
market; that riffraff was not a part of the market. 


THE STATE VIEW The state’s case was, as told by the Gov- 


ernor and its commissioner of agricule 
ture, that there were bad moral conditions about the present market, 
not because of the market but because the conditions, now im- 
proved, were there when the market was built. 

This was admitted by one of the committee, who said his in- 
vestigation revealed that crime and immorality existed in the neigh- 
borhood of -the present market in much worse form before the 
market was established; that that section, at the time the market 
was built, was the “worst” section of Atlanta. 

Up spoke Tom Linder. 

“That’s right. We tore dens out of there to build that market 
you wouldn’t believe existed.” 

The state pointed out that the new market site was 16 acres 
as against about three and a half for the present site. 

“Real estate propaganda is behind all this,” said the Governor. 
“They wanted to force the state to stay in those three and a half 
acres where the conditions were so crowded they couldn't be con- 
trolled. They would get the profits and the state would manage it 
for them.” 


The delegation said no real estate people had talked with them. Y 


“It is propaganda,” said the Governor. ‘“They’ve got people to 
believing the market would be a bad thing for a community when 
actually you are going to be pleasantly surprised. It’s going to 
be one of the best things that ever happened to your section. It 
will hurt some, but that’s inevitable in progress. A new road always 
hurts some filling station or small store left on the old road.”

Once Inside a Lion's Den. He Has 


No Choice But To Win or Die 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There is much to argue about; there are wrong ideas rooted in 
ignorance; there are two or more opinions about the wisdom of 
helping England; but through all the haze of controversy there 
looms one fearful and tragic fact that all can see and agree upon. 

There is no argument about it; the thing is there. And we must 
see it now, and reconcile ourselves to it, for we have somehow 
drifted into a position where our very lives are forfeit if we don't. 

That isn’t a hysterical partisan aggregation, but a simple state- 
ment of fact—as you shall see. 

It may be true, as many contend, that our wisest and safest 
course was to remain wholly neutral and let England fight her own 
battle. 

If we had done that, England would have been doomed to lose,’ 
for the odds against her were too great. 

If she had lost, the victorious Nazis, with the help of Italy, Spain, 
Russia and Japan, would have been able to dominate the world. 
Maybe they would not have attacked us; but America is a tempting 
bit of loot, and one way or another they would have made our 
existence insecure if nothing worse. 

All of that is debatable; but it doesn’t matter now, for we didn’t 
remain neutral. We joined England. We didn’t declare war, for that 
no longer seems necessary; but we became England’s ally, and if we 
aren't at war, it is only because Hitler doesn’t yet choose to con- 
sider us at war. 

Having become England’s ally—and this is the fearful truth we 
must face—our safety depends wholly on her victory. 

Look what will happen if she loses. If she is crushed, or if she 
decides to accept peace without victory, the Churchill government, 
which promised us not to surrender the fleet, will be replaced by 
‘““appeasers” acceptable to Hitler. 

A Hitler peace would certainly give him the English fleet and 
all other weapons—shipyards, planes, guns, together with England’s 
vast resources, including the ones we have supplied, would be 
turned against us. We have asked for it. 

Right or wrong, wise or foolish, we have no choice now. At any 
cost of money or resources, we must see to it that England wins; 
for if she is lost, we are lost.

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The President of the United States 
Seeks Georgia’s Cooperation 


Why has the President called for the immediate 


Southeastern Pipe Line Company 


completion of the Southeastern Pipe Line 
in the interest of national defense ? 


The following is the complete text of a 
letter from the President of the United 
States to Representative Lea, of California, 
the Secretary of the House Committee on 
interstate Commerce. Mr. Roosevelt's let- 
ter emphasizes the extreme urgency of de- 
veloping gasoline pipe lines to serve the 
Southeastern States. Dated January 23, 
1941, the letter indicates the importance of 
prompt completion of the Southeastern 
Pipe Line. 


“The Atlantic coast area now is de- 
pendent upon ocean transportation for 
nearly its entire supply of crude petro- 
leum and petroleum products. Present 
facilities for such transportation do not 
afford much leeway under normal con- 
ditions and very likely will prove inade- 
quate in an emergency. It is in the in- 
terest of national defense to augment 
currently these facilities, especially if 
this can be done by private agencies 
without extra cost to the government, 


“T have been informed by the gov- 
ernment agencies concerned that the 
completion of one gasoline pipe line and 
the commencement of another to the 
Southeastern States have been delayed 
by opposition from other carriers 1n in- 
terstate commerce. Although this situa- 
tion ultimately might correct itself, de- 
lay in its solution will retard the comple- 
tion of essential transportation facili- 
ties. If the matter is not settled before 
your committee resumes its investiga- 
tions under House Resolution 290, as ex- 
tended, I hope that it will be included in 
your hearings and that a solution there- 
to will be presented to the Congress.” 


The people of our state will understand 
fully just why the President demanded this 
step in the present national emergency. 


Various agencies of the United States 
government have investigated closely the 
transportation requirements in the South- 
eastern States. The desirability of the con- 
struction of this pipe line was emphasized 
in their reports to President Roosevelt. In 
its report to the President on September 14, 
1940, the National Defense Commission 
outlined the reasons why the construction 
of the pipe line is absolutely vital to national 
defense. Some of these reasons are: 


1. The Release of Convoy Ships. The 


Commission said: 


‘‘At present both the Army and Navy 
are interested in having private capital con- 
struct pipe lines to transport gasoline to the 
East Coast States without the necessity of 
long haul around Florida and up the Atlan- 
tic coast, which in time of emergency 
might be difficult and in any event would 
require a large convoy service.’ 


2. Release of Tankers for Navy Use. 
The Commission said: 


“‘Moreover, in time of emergency it 
would be possible to take a part of the bur- 
den of the gasoline deliveries to the east 
coast through these gasoline pipe lines and 
in turn release tankers for the purpose of 
handling the essential products such as 
Navy fuel oil which cannot be handled in 
crude oil or gasoline pipe lines.” 


3. To Accumulate Reserve Stocks of 
Aviation Gasoline. The Commission said: 


‘These gasoline pipe lines would also af- 
ford exceptionally desirable locations for 
some of the reserve stocks of aviation gas- 
oline for both the Army and Navy since de- 
liveries can be made at low cost and removal 
can be effected readily even in time of 
emergency.” 


4. Increase Needs of Army for Gaso- 
line. The Commission said: 


‘The Army plans to locate most of its 
interior reserve storage at points on gasoline 
pipe lines. Such location of large buried 
storage facilities would not only be virtually 
invulnerable but would make it possible to 
deliver the gasoline to the Army through 
any of the industry tap points or bulk plants 
located along the gasoline line or lines to 
which the Army storage would be con- 
nected.” 


5. Additional Pipe Lines Necessary. 
The Commission said: 

“It is clear that substantial additions to 
the gasoline pipe line and terminal storage 
capacity of the industry will be necessary 
under this program.” 


When you consider these things in the 
National Defense Commission report, you 
will understand why the President, as the 
Supreme Head of National Defense, felt 
justified in issuing an appeal for ways to be 
found to remove the obstructions which pre- 
— the immediate completion of this pipe 

ine. 


HE MEANS THIS PIPE LINE 


Do not let anyone fool you about this. 
The statement of some spokesman for the 
railroad interests that Mr. Roosevelt did not 
mean this particular pipe line is childish 
and misleading. Read the complete text of 
the President’s letter. 


Note that the President said: 


“‘T have been informed by the govern- 
ment agencies concerned that the comple- 
tion of one gasoline pipe line and the com- 
mencement of another to the Southeastern 
States have been delayed by opposition 
from other carriers in interstate commerce.” 


The President adds that while the ques- 
tion might be solved in time, the urgency 
is such that waiting cannot be permitted 
and that if it is not solved otherwise, Con- 
gress should act. 


When you hear the statement made that 
the President is not referring to this particu- 
lar pipe line, ask the man who makes that 
misstatement this question: 


“What other pipe line in the 
Southeastern States is being delayed 
by the opposition of other carriers?” 


Of course, there is no other. Do not let 
yourself be misled about this. 


WHAT WILL GEORGIANS DO? 


The President of the United States has 
made it very clear that this pipe line is 
necessary for national defense. The Presi- 
dent has fixed the responsibility for delay 
upon those who, hazarding national safety 
for wholly selfish reasons, are fighting 
progress. 


The people of the Southeastern States, 
always in American history, have taken the 
lead in fighting our nation’s battles. 


In national polls, they have voted a 
larger percentage in favor of the National 
Defense Program than any other section of 
the United States. 


Sometimes, in the heat and excitement 
of partisan fights, many of us do extreme 
things that we regret afterwards. 


But will any Georgian be found who is 
willing to raise his voice to ask that the 
State of Georgia obstruct what the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of our nation’s forces de- 
clares to be an important part of the Ameri- 
can defense program?

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sunday.—On Friday night, in New York 
City, I attended one of the nicest graduation ceremonies in which 
I have ever taken part. Harlem hospital, which is a city hos-

However, we ar- 
rived in Washington to find clear blue skies. But, if I had not 
had a full day at home, I wonder how I would ever have left 
for Charleston, W. Va., last night. 

There were guests at lunch and guests at dinner and quite a 
large group of young people for tea. Mr. Julien Bryan showed his 
pictures taken in Brazil and told us about them after dinner. The 
President and I, and all our guests, who included Vice President 
and Mrs. Wallace, Mr. John Hay Whitney and several people from 

- Mr. Nelson Rockefeller’s office, as well as our own house guests, 
enjoyed not only Mr. Bryan’s lecture with pictures, but also the 
brief special arrangement he has made for the movies. 

He has done the same thing in other South American countries 
and I think he will contribute much to our knowledge of them. 
The possibilities for production and interchange of goods appeared 
before us and our opportunities for better cultural relations were 
made evident by the pictures. He shows what other nations, such 
as Great Britain, Italy and Germany, have done. 

It is easy to see that Germany has put more thought and money 
into her relationship with Brazil, at least, than we have. Mr. Bryan 
told us. however, that he established that 80 per cent of the people 
were friendly to the United States. But we have not prov ed our- 
selves as yet, and the results of the war in Europe will have some 
effect on our influence in this hemisphere. 

After the pictures were over, Miss Thompson and I took the 
train and arrived this morning in Montgomery, W. Va., to go 
through Dr. Laird’s hospital there. I think I shall write a whole 
column about this hospital some day. In the meantime, I wish 
that hospital managers all over this country could see it. It is oe 
most encouraging Place I have seen for many a long day.
